Use of Balloons in War. 

An item of news, recplvad froct Washingtow 
& short time siace, was to the effect that the 
“Aeronautic Cotps” of the Army of the Poto- 
mac had been dispensed with, and the bal- 
loons and inflating apparatus had been sent 
back to thattity. It does not appear Whether 
‘it is intended, but it is evidently implied by 
the form in which this announcement is made, 
that balloons have been found of no value in 
the conduct of military operations, or at 
least not of value to. justify the 
expense and trouble . This will ex.

be depended on fs indicated by the fact that in the pres- 
ent campaign three agents of the Commission have been 
captured by the enemy’s cavairy in pushing succor to 
exposed points, The wagons of the Commission, under 
the superintendence of Mr. Hoag,{visited the collections 
of wounded on the field of Gettysburgh while the battles 
of the 24 and 3d inst. were in progress, and hours before 
supplies reached them from other quarters. 
The Commission is operating in like manner in all other 
fields, One hundred thousand dollars’ worth of goods 
have been sent te the column of Gen. Banks in Louisi- 
anu. Mach more than that to those of Gen. Grant anil 
Gen. Rosecrans. At this moment the Commission is issu- 
ing goods to the value of at least twenty thousand dol- 
lars (920,000) aday. A work of this character and mag- 
nitude can only be sustained by the constant, systematic 
codperation of a great number of auxiliary societies, and 
by frequent contributions from all who appreciate its be- 
neficence, To such the berest statement reminding them 
of the facté, and ofthe well-known policy of the Commis 
sion, can only be required. It is only asned that the 
present cocasion may be taken to establish a more com- 
plete adoption of the system of the Commission by the con- 
nection of individuals with existing societies codperating 
with the Commission, by enforcing more steady, regu- 
lar and systematic methods of collecting and transmit 
ting contributions, and by establishing a conviction of 
the folly of spasmodic efforts in a work of this kind. Hun- 
dreds will owe their lives this week fo those who did not 
hold their hand when there was ne special public excite 
ment, by which the Commission hadetores ready at 
Frederick, Baltimore and Washington, and reserves at 
Philadelphia, New-York and Boston. Those who wish 
to cordially codperate with the Commissien will now zo 
te work as if we were just entering upon along war, and 
with no thought of its ending. A momentary enthusiasm 
is not desired, but the Commission offers ita agency to all 
who wish to steadily contribute to the relief of the sick 
and wounded, and to the comfort of the army, by such 
means and methods aa experience leads it to adopt, until 
the rebels aro conquered, and the volunteer army dis- 
banded, which last, under no circumstances, can possibly 
for a long time to come. Let these who have not 
work apstematically for sh me army begin now. 
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
